The design of a proposed 
leisure centre facility for the 
Town of Didsbury has been 
chosen by the Didsbury Town 
Council. 

Council made the decision 
at their meeting last week on 
the recommendation of the 
Town of Didsbury Swimming 
Pool Committee. 

Councillor Allen Engel, 
member of the Swimming Pool 
Committee, said the facility 
design by Master Pool was 
chosen for its quality and price 
tag. 

"We are getting a Cadillac 
facility for a Chev price," he 
said. 

The design, estimated to 
cost approximately $1.5 
million, is cheaper than what 
the committee had anticipated. 

"We looked at 12 to 15 dif¬ 
ferent pools around the prov¬ 
ince to help get ideas for our 
pool design, and we were look¬ 
ing at paying $2 million and 
up," Engel said. "So this is 
much less than we had ex¬ 
pected yet it still has all the 
components we are looking 
for." 

The design, as it stands 
now, is a three-phased con¬ 
struction program for a lap 
pool, 25-person concrete 
whirlpool and water slide, to be 
attached to the Didsbury 
Memorial Arena. Construction 
of the first phase would include 
roughed-in plumbing so the 
whirlpool and waterslide could 
be added at later dates. 

"We think this is a very 
good design," said Engel. "We 
had some very good people on 
the committee that understood 
the various components of pool 
design, so it made it much 
easier." 

Base price of the proposed 
facility is estimated at $1,175 
million. Additional costs would 
come from the construction of 
a vestibule to connect the facili¬ 
ty to the arena, landscaping, 
and the contracting of a project 
manager to oversee construc¬ 


tion of the facility. 

Now that council has ap¬ 
proved the recommendation of 
the swimming pool committee, 
Engel said a letter of intent will 
be signed with Master Pool for 
the construction of the propos¬ 
ed facility. 

"But that is subject to the 
availability of funding and the 
outcome of a public plebicite," 


he said. 

The plebicite will ask 
Didsbury residents whether or 
not the town should borrow 
money to build the facility. 
Mike Storey, town administra¬ 
tor said he expects the town 
will need to make an $800,000 
to $900,000 debenture for the 
project. He said the town cur¬ 
rently, has around $430,000 


saved up, including a $100,000 
provincial grant the town was 
awarded last week. 

MLA Roy Brassard made 
the announcement about the 
grant at last week's council 
meeting. The money, under the 
Community Facility Enhance¬ 
ment Program, comes in the 
form of a matching grant. The 
town must match 50 percent of 


the project cost and 25 per cent 
of the assessment study cost to 
be eligible for the grant. 

Fundraising efforts by the 
town's Build Our Pool Society 
will also continue. 

The public plebicite on the 
pool issue is expected to be 
held in early April.

Town Council has joined a 
long list of municipalities and 
other organizations unhappy with 
proposed changes to provincial 
electoral boundaries 

Council expressed their con¬ 
cerns over changes to the current 
Olds/Didsbury riding to MLA 
Roy Brassard at their meeting 
last week. 

Mayor Don Watt said he 
wondered over the rationale 
behind the changes. 

"It isn't broken, so why fix 
it? It seems like they were just 
trying to justify whatever was on 
their agenda." 

Council also expressed con¬ 
cern over the amount of time 
being given to residents of the 
area to discuss the proposed 
changes with the electoral 
boundary committee. 

"I'd like to know why the cities 
are getting six hours worth of 
public meetings and Olds was 
only given two," said Watt. 

MLA Roy Brassard said the 
majority of MLA's he has spoken 
with from the area are not 
pleased with the proposed 
changes. 

"About 90 per cent of the 
MLA's are opposed to it to some 
degree," he said. 

Mayor Watt and a number of 
other councillors plan to attend 
the meeting on the issue on 
February 25

equality?

The proposal for changes in the electoral boun¬ 
daries for this area is causing great concern among 
residents and for good reason. Many are questioning the 
end result of the changes on their representation in the 
Alberta Legislature. This country has based its basic 
governmental philosophy on representation by popula¬ 
tion but these changes are calling that theory into ques¬ 
tion. 

Is representation equal when each Member of the 
Legislative Assembly represents an exactly equal 
number of constituents? On the outside, this seems fair. 
But MLA's who must spread their time and energy over 
ridings encompassing hundreds of miles are not giving 
their constitutents an equal voice to those in the urban 
ridings. It is obvious 25,000 people in a Calgary riding 
are much more accessible to their MLA than the 25,000 
living in rural ridings. That is simply a matter of 
geography. But besides that, the same 25,000 in urban 
settings, closely related in proximity and community 
concerns, vary greatly from the rural 25,000 whose con¬ 
cerns and issues fluctuate wildly within the same riding. 
MLA's are only human, and despite their best efforts, 
those representing rural constituencies may be hard 
pressed to represent all view on even the most simple 
issues. 

And changes to these boundaries now mean that 
some MLA's will no longer live within their ridings, and 
may not be obliged to move. It is unfathomable how an 
MLA can effectively speak for an area he or she does not 
even live in. 

In all, democracy itself is being called into question 
over the proposed changes, and once again it appears 
rural residents will suffer as a result.

Dear Editor: 

If you are between the ages 
of one and fifty, don't read this. 

(There. Now that I've gotten 
your attention and guaranteed 
that you'll read this, the show can 
go on.) Tonight in Calgary, we 
passed by a really bad looking 
accident, three cars, crushed 
beyond repair. Three ambu¬ 
lances, with lights flashing, 
surrounded the injured. That got 
me feeling really bad, for the 
victims, and for the person who 
hit them. Imagine spinning out of 
control at over sixty kilometres an 
hour, and slamming into some¬ 
body or something It must be 
really scary. Especially if you're 
drunk. (Remember, I'm not 
saying the accident tonight was 
because of drunk driving.) Think 
of having three or four drinks, 
feeling nice and relaxed, and 
going for a drive to wherever. 
You're crusing along, and sud¬ 
denly you realize that you can't 
quite get your foot onto the brake 
in time—and you hit somebody 


else. This isn't bumper cars, this 
is real life On a real stretch of 
road, with real vehicles, going 
both ways. You're out there with 
people more alert than you, who 
aren't expecting you to drive on 
the left hand side of the road, or 
swerve to avoid imaginary 
things. That must be kind of 
scary for the drunk driver. You 
think that because you've 'only' 
had X number of drinks, that 
you're in control, and suddenly, 
you find out that you're not. But 
you don't want to tell anyone 
else, so you cross your fingers 
and keep driving. 

After two drinks, some 
people can become totally drunk, 
while others show no signs at all 
But their bodies have had the 
same amount, so their reactions 
will be similar. After three 
drinks, you'll 'forget' about any 
drinks you've had after that, so 
you'll always feel like you're in 
control After all, you've only' 
had three drinks, right? And two 
drinks are safe, aren't they? Not 


really. Two drinks can show up 
on a breathalizer, and land you a 
night in jail. If you hit someone 
else, or they've 'only' had two 
drinks, and they hit you, you 
could die. 

How can we make a world 
where the drinker never has to 
worry about seeming to be in 
control, when in reality, he's not? 
How can we make the drinker 
feel safe and not harm other 
people? How about if we get 
someone to agree NOT to drink 
for the evening, and they can 
drive the people who drink 
home? You may be saying that 
one drink won't hurt, but isn't 
that kind of a weakness on your 
part, admitting that you NE E D a 
drink to feel good and have a 
good time? 

Aren't you getting mad at 
me because I'm saying you're 
weak? How about if you prove me 
wrong?

The new agreement-in-prin¬ 
ciple proposes to leave cost 
sharing at 70 per cent municipal¬ 
ity and 30 per cent federal 
government for communities 
with populations under 15,000 
and 90 per cent municipality/10 
per cent federal government for 
those over 15,000. The current 
contract between the federal 
government and the provinces for 
the policing service expires 
March 31. 

Currently, there are 600 
RCMP officers serving 61 munici¬ 
palities in Alberta, with a total 
operating cost of $30 million 
annually 


Alberta's 61 municipalities 
served by the RCMP are poised 
to sign a new agreement with the 
federal government for the 
policing service. 

Negotiations for the con¬ 
tract, which have been on-going 
for the past three years, were 
recently concluded, leaving cur¬ 
rent cost share ratios intact 

"I am pleased that the 
current shared-cost ratios will 
remain for a full 20 years," said 
Alberta Solicitor General Dick 
Fowler.

What Does It Mean?

The award levels are designed to recognize the level of compliance achieved by health care facilities with 
Council's standards. The compliance ratings of all departments operating within the facility are factored into the 
award decision with particular emphasis given to those areas which are considered to be most essential to pa¬ 
tient/resident care and safety. . r 

Our facility received a three year award for all departments such as Long Term Care. Obstetrics, Emergency, 
Laboratory Radiology, Hospital Administration, Board of Trustees, Physical Medicine (Rehabilitation), Housekeep 
ing, Laundry, Nutritional Services, Nursing (in general) and all other departments. A health care facility receives a 
three year award if all of the following conditions are met: 

(a) the predominant compliance rating of a 3 out of 4 is attained for most areas and no more than 5 areas attaining a 
2 out of 4 rating with zero areas recording lower than 2 out of 4 

(b) no essentional service rated lower than 3 out of 4 

(c) no support service area rated below 2 out of 4 

(d) there is no element of risk to patient or staff safety and the facility is capable of providing a high quality of care. 
The individuals who conduct the survey of our facility have years of experience in health care with one survey 

member a registered nurse and the other surveyor a medical doctor 

I hope the above article provides you with a little information regarding our hospital's level of patient care I 
would like to thank all of the supervisory staff as well as their staff, the Ministerial Association and Hospital 
Volunteers for their splendid work and dedication.

Airdrie RCMP Freeway Pa¬ 
trol will be conducting a selective 
enforcement program on Number 
Two Highway between Calgary 
City limits and Olds overpass 
from March 2 to 15, 1992.

(1) Checking the drivers of 
motor vehicles for the proper and 
valid production of documents, 
i.e., operator's licence, vehicle 
registration and vehicle insur¬ 
ance (pink card).

Sugar beet 
producers net 
$1 million 

Payments for the 1990 crop totalling nearly $1.02 million 
will be sent from Ottawa to Alberta and Manitoba sugar beet 
producers enrolled in the National Tripartite Stabilization 
Program. 

The announcement was made today by the National 
Tripartite Stabilization Committee on behalf of producers 
and the federal and provincial governments. 

About 915 producers in Alberta and Manitoba are eligi¬ 
ble for the payment. Producers in Alberta will receive a net 
payment of about $0.95 per standard tonne ($1.10 per field 
tonne). Manitoba producers will receive about $0.94 per 
standard tonne ($1.12 per field tonne). 

The payments are based on the difference between the 
support price of $36.23 per standard tonne and the market 
price of $35.01 per standard tonne, minus premium deduc¬ 
tions. A final premium of 27 cents per standard tonne (32 
cents for field tonne) will be deducted from the payment to 
Alberta producers, while a premium of 28 cents per standard 
tonne (33 cents per field tonne) will be deducted from the 
payment to Manitoba producers. 

Producers and both levels of government contribute 
equally to the tripartite sugar beet stabilization fund.

Caroline Plant on schedule

Construction of the Shell 
Caroline sulphur plant is on 
schedule with most of the ma¬ 
jor pieces of the plant in place. 

Shell spokesman Maurice 
Fisher said construction at the 
Shantz site, where the sulphur 
forming will take place, has 
been completed, and building 
at the plant site near Caroline is 
going according to plan. 

"We are just demobilizing 
the construction office at 
Shantz now, but of course it 
won't be operating until the 
plant is ready." 

At the plant, Fisher said 
they are awaiting delivery of 
only 10 more major pieces of 
equipment and 6 more mod¬ 
ules—pipe racks or systems 
which come fully constructed 
from fabrication shops—and ex¬ 
pect to have one train on-line 
by the end of the year. 

Construction of the sulphur 
plant at Caroline began early 
last year after Shell was given 
the nod by the ERCB over 


Husky for development of a 
large sour gas reserve in the 
area. Since construction began, 
Fisher estimates over $67 
million has been spent locally 
on labour and materials. 

"We have had good results 
in the community," he said. 
"There has been about 1 
million hours of work come 


from the community and that is 
about one-third of the total 
labour for the project. We 
predicted spending $68 million 
in the [ERCB] hearings for the 
total project in the local area, 
so with a little luck that just 
might reach $100 million." 

Construction is expected to 
be completed in late 1993.

The Lymphapress is designed 
especially for those suffering 
from tissue swelling, pumping 
the fluids from the tissues into 
the bladder where they can be 
relieved. 

Money for the purchase of 
the machine, which costs around 
$8,000, began rolling in last 


when Donna lost the use of her 
hands from swelling," said 
Norndon. "The machine was the 
only treatment option left for her 
but it was far out of her reach in 
cost." 

Norndon said insurance 
would not cover the machine 
because LePrieur's condition was 
congenital and not the result of 
an accident Other funding 
avenues were also exhausted, 
leaving Norndon to solicit dona¬ 
tions from the community. 

"We had no luck because 
Donna was just one individual 
with a need and not an or¬ 
ganization. But people really 
came through, not just with 
money, but also phone calls and 
letters of encouragement." 

Norndon managed to raise 
$5,185 from the public through 
donations from various comm un¬ 


businesses Money was also 
raised through the auction of a 
painting donated by local artist 
Gwen Day. The supplier of the 
Lymphapress, H and H Care of 
Calgary, agreed to sell LePrieur 
the machine for just over $6,100 
The final $1,000 came from the 
Rotary Club. 

Le Prieur was moved by the 
support of the community and 
their generosity. She was over¬ 
whelmed by the thought of being 
able to live with less pain 

" I just can't believe this. I'm 
as excited as a little kid. This is 
going to make things so much 
easier. I just can't say thanks 
enough." 

LePrieur began treatment on 
the machine upon its delivery to 
her house, just east of Carstairs. 
She will need to spend the 
majority of her time attached to it

The pin and other forma of birth control may prevent unwanted pregnancy but they do not prevent HIV infection 
or other sexually transmitted diseases. The only HIV prevention is to avoid intercourse or use a latex ctmdom

Cremona Gym expansion nixed

Proposed expansion of the 
Cremona School gymnasium was 
shot down last week after a 
lengthy meeting on the issue 

Charlie Van Arnum, mem¬ 
ber of the Cremona School 
Modernization Committee said 
residents who turned out to a 
public meeting last week voted to 
stick with original plans for the 
school gym 

Van Arnum said two alterna¬ 
tive proposals were discussed, 
one which would expand the size 
of the proposed gym area, and 
one which suggested building a 


second, normal sized gym in 
conjunction with upgrades to the 
current school gym. 

"You see we are the only 
school in the county with only one 
gym in our school," Van Arnum 
said "And the phys. ed 
teachers and the rest of the 
teaching staff have said it is 
going to be difficult to run the 
number of classes that must go 
through with just one gym." 

But residents decided it was 
far too late to radically alter 
changes to the school's modern¬ 
ization plan, plans which have 


already received approval for 
funding from Alberta Education. 

"We were afraid if we made 
changes we might get bumped 
off the funding list and we have 
fought for years to get here E ven 
though it's not what we dreamed 
of, it is a vast improvement and 
we can't risk losing it," said Van 
Arnum. 

Construction on the gymna¬ 
sium phase of the modernization 
is expected to start in the spring 
of 1993.

New ideas for 
feeding baby 


The Candian Pediatric Soci¬ 
ety, in the June 1991 Canadian 
Medical Association Journal, 
published new recommendations 
to help your baby be as healthy as 
possible The recommendations 
include breast feeding for at least 
one year if possible, as the small 
amounts of iron in breast milk are 
well absorbed by the body If 
you are not breast feeding, an 
iron fortified formula should be 
offered and the introduction to 
cow's milk delayed until baby is 
at least nine months old These 
recommendations will help to 
ensure your child has adequate 
iron for his rapid growth needs. 
Infant diets low in iron have been 
linked to poor growth, slower 
learning, shorter attention span 
and limited physical activity An 
iron deficiency can permanently 
affect childhood development so 
it is important to ensure a diet 
adequate in iron during infancy 
Those of you “in the know" 
about babies will recognize that 
this represents a change from the 
previous recommendations In¬ 
fant formulas fortified with iron 
are usually available at grocery 
stores and pharmacies, are 
clearly marked and cost about the 
same as regular formula The 
iron fortified formula will darken 
baby's stool, but there are no

other side effects. For babies on a 
soy-based formula such as 
IsomilTM, ProsobeeTM or Soya- 
lacTM, these contain an ade¬ 
quate amount of iron. Cow's milk 
is a poor source of iron and the 
proteins tend to cause blood loss 
in the intestines Waiting to 
introduce cow's milk may cost 
more, but in the long term it will 
ensure that baby is as healthy as 
possible 

In addition, there are other 
foods that are important sources 
of iron for baby. Between the 
ages of 4-6 months, iron-fortified 
infant cereals are introduced and 
can be fed to baby daily until the 
age of 2 years Another good 
source of iron is meat Pureed 
meat can be introduced to your 
baby when he is about 6-8 
months old Liver and other 
organ meats are the best sources 
of iron, others are beef, veal, 
pork, lamb, chicken, eggs and 
fish Try offering these higher 
iron foods each day And enjoy 
watching baby grow!

Of the many nutrients 
needed for good health, iron 
can be one of the most difficult 
for women to consume in ade¬ 
quate amounts. 

Under normal circum¬ 
stances, the body is able to 
maintain a normal balance of 
iron. However, when dietary 
intakes are consistently low and 
requirements are high, as they 
are for women of childbearing 
age, body stores can become 
depleted. About 20 percent of 
women in Canada are known 
to have depleted iron stores, 
the first stage of iron deficiency 
anemia. 

So where does iron come 
from and how can we be sure 
we are getting enough? Animal 
sources, such as meat, fish, and 
poultry, are rich sources of iron

So, to be sure that you are 
getting enough iron in your 
diet, be sure to include at least 
one rich source of this impor¬ 
tant mineral every day.
